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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The Amendment, filed on 12/08/2003, has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner. 

Cancellation of claims 2 and 3 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 and 4-37 are allowed. 

Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the Umitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of a display device including a first set of electrodes running parallel across a substrate and 
intersecting a second set of electrodes running perpendicular to the first set of electrodes where 
each terminal for the second set of electrodes runs parallel to the first set of electrodes and 
between adjacent pairs of first electrodes and extends into a peripheral region of the display 
panel. 

Regarding claims 4-15, claims 4-15 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 
because of their dependency status fi'om claim 1. 

Regarding claim 1 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 11, and specifically comprising the hmitation 
of a display device of a flat panel including a first set of electrodes running parallel across a 
substrate and intersecting a second set of electrodes running perpendicular to the first set of 
electrodes where each terminal for the second set of electrodes runs parallel to the first set of 
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electrodes and between adjacent pairs of first electrodes and extends into a peripheral region of 
the display panel. 

Regarding claims 17-30, claims 17-30 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 16 
because of their dependency status from claim 16. 

Regarding claim 3 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 31, and specifically comprising the Umitation 
of an emission flat panel structure with emission devices of a matrix array including a first set of 
electrodes running parallel across a substrate and intersecting a second set of electrodes running 
perpendicular to the first set of electrodes where each terminal for the second set of electrodes 
runs parallel to the first set of electrodes and between adjacent pairs of first electrodes and 
extends into a peripheral region of the emission device. 

Regarding claims 32-37, claims 32-37 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 3 1 
because of their dependency status from claim 3 1 .
